process (MPEP § 806.05(f)). In the instant case unpatentability of the Group II 
device invention would not necessarily imply unpatentability of the Group I 
method invention, because the device of Group II invention could be made by a 
method materially different from that of the Group I invention. For example, 
performing method of claim 33 without performing the step of fabricating a 
storage medium in the number of trenches can materially alter the method of 
claim 33 to produce the device of claim 1 .
